REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument on page 22, last paragraph, that a modification of a radial-type scrubber 
having a round-shaped canister (e.g. Philips) with an oval axial-type canister (e.g. 
Lemcke et al) would merely result in an oval-shaped canister with a round-shaped 
interior tube, has been found convincing. 

The closest prior art Philips (3,326,212) which discloses round radial canisters 
and Lemcke et at (3,403,981 ) which teach using oval-shaped axial canisters do not 
teach or fairly suggest an oval shaped canister with an interior tube that has an oval or 
ellipse cross sectional shape, as claimed. Moreover, as argued by applicant, it does not 
appear that such a modification would be obvious to the skilled artisan, because an 
oval-shaped interior tube would not be expected to perform as well as round tubes due 
to expected uneven breathing patterns through the adsorbent material surrounding the 
interior tube. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
